THE DEAD BANDIT IDENTIFIED 


He Proves to be Samuel McGuire 


and Kesided Near the Sceue 


of the Holdup. 


EXCESS OF EXPENDITURES. 


MAI.YBVILLB, March 30.—The north- 


bound Oregon express train was held up 
at a poiut a hundred yards or more be- 
low the crossing at Heed's, a station 
•even miles south of this city, at about 
1.45 this morning. Tho results of the 
hold-op ar«: Bead, James J. Bogard, 
the well-known and efficient sheriff of 
Tehama county, who was a passenger on 
'the train bound for home, occupying a 
berth in a tourist sleeper; a robber, six 
ieet in height, Tveujlnnj: about 200 
pounds, attired in a full and complete 
bicycle suit, over which he had it pair of 
slip overalls, and in which there are two 
improvised pockets made of toweling to 
hold pistols, two of which were found 
on him. 


Tho dead robber is known in this city, 


having been served with meals ut th 
Knipiro restaurant on several occasion 
iviUiin the last two weeks. 


The fireman, A. Netliercott, was seri- 


ously wounded, receiving two wounds 
in different parts of tho body. 


The first intimation that the engineer 


and fireman had of the presence of tlm 
robbers was when, at tho placo men- 
tioned, ono climbed over from the blind 
batfgago and commanded ut the poiut of 
a pistol that tho train bo stopped. 
Tbc demand was BO earnest that the 
brakes wore applied, and when a stop 
was made the crow were- commanded to 
•move tho train about 100 feet further, 
which they did. Then the 
robber 


Caused them to jump from the cab, and 
with the others, who appeared from a 
hiding placo in tho roadway, requested 1 
that tho express car be opened. This | 
was done, but tho robbers could find 
nothing of value, ns tho siifo combina- 
tion was not in the hands of the messen- 
ger. Then the robbers commanded the 
railroad men to get into the cars. Tho 
robbers hail the ley of an old overall 
tied at ono end, and thoy went through 
the first car, tho smoker, and made tho 
paaaengors, who wort) fow in number, 
put their coin and valuables in it, the 
fireman being tho custodian and guard 
Txmlnd whom they stood. 


The colored porter in tho tourist 


sleeper, jiint beyond the day coach, be- 
came nwaro that a robbory was in pro- 
gress, and knowing that Sheriff Uogartl 
was in a borth, called him. That heroic 
man was in his shoes and trousers in a 
minute, nnd 
urinetl with his pistol 


started for tho door of tho other car. 
He crossed tho platform botwoun tho 
sleeper ami day coach, and as ho entered 
the lltttur at Uiu suuth door tho robbers 
-came in at the north. 
The sheriff 


stopped to ono side ami fired. His bul- 
let dropped tho man nearest -him, hut 
A second failed to roach its target. 


Ono of tho robbera may havo seen Ito- 


jjard enter, am) doing so, jumped down, 
and running along thu side of the car, 
•entered and shot him from tho rear. 
This deduction is made from tho loca- 
tion of tho fatal wound, which was in 
the main right artory in tho back, just 
below the kidneys. 
The dead robbor has been identified 


toy Oharlca lieukor, uight clerk at tho 
United States hotel; alun J. B. Daluy, 
•who occupies tho uaino position at tho 
-Golden Eagle hotel. Becker states that 
two strangers arrived at the hotel soon 
after tho departure of the Oregon ex- 
press on Monday morning. Tney both 
Imd bicycles, und stated that they had 
arrived on tho train. The tall man 
wore a bicycle auit, and registered as S. 
McGnire, and his partner registered IIB 
-J. Johnson, both of Han Francisco. 


MAitvevii-i-K, March :10.—The robber 


who escaped, and known, aa Johnsor., 
is now fully identified as the brother pi 
S. McGuire, tho one killed and now in 
the morgue. That there was a third 
.robber ia quite certain from tho move- 
ments of ttie men. The third man had 
passed himself off as G. Williams, which 
namo very likely is assumed. He ha< 
been around town for some time, and 
met the McGuire brotbera under cover 
of darkness. 


The doctor's autopsy shows that Hi 


£ard could not have been hit save fron 
the rear, and it can safely bo assume! 
that ho did not turn his back to aduii 
•of its being made a target.

Great Things Expected From the 


Income Tax. 


WABUINCITON, March 30.—Contrary to 


expectations of the oflicialeof the treas- 
ury, receipts for the month of March 
will again fall below the expenditures. 
The amount, however, ia only about 
$234,000. The excesa of expenditures 
for the nine months of the present fiscal 
year are $36,1300,000, and this amount 
will almost certainly be increased by 
45,000.000 or more during April, which 
will leave u. deficit of about 142,000,000 
on May 1st. During May and June, 
however, great ftiings are expected from 
tho income tax, but the most conserva- 
tive estimates now place tho deficit for 
the fiscal year at $25,000,000. The out- 
look for heavy receipts from the two 
great sources of income, customs and 
internal revenue, are not encouraging, 
particularly from the latter. During 
the month of August, 1894, the internal 
revenue receipts in anticipation of the 
increased rate of duty ran up to $27,- 
fiiK,OQO, but not since that time have 
they-reached much more than a third 
of that amount. In September they 
scarcely exceeded $7,000,000, and sine! 
they have been slowly increased until 
the'preeent moment, when they amount 
to over $9,800,000. This, however, is 
far below the expectations 
of 
the 


oliiciali 


Tho receipts froi i the customs during 


the past twelve months havo shown an 
uneven, hut on the whole a fair increase. 
During July, 1894, they reached the low 
figure of $8,-]27,000, but during August 
they increased tonearly$13,000,000, and 
during 
September $15,55-1,1)90. 
The 


three succeeding months showed a fall- 
ing off from $4,000,000 to over $5,1100,- 
000. 
In IS95, however, the receipts 


went to over $17.000,000, and then again 
there was a decline to $13,300,000, and 
then 
increaaed during the present 


month 
to nearly $15,000,000. Only 


twice, however, since May, 1894, have 
the receipts from all sources equaled 
tho expenditures. In June, 189-1, there 
was a slight excess, and during August 
tho excess reached $9,000,000. The re- 
ceipts dururi; the month were about 
normal, owing, iva stated, to tho in- 
creased tax on spirits. All things con- 
sidered, much depends upon the decis- 
ion ot tho supremo court on the ques- 
tion of tho validity ot tho income tax.

Tho luck of a stand- 
ard, and tho want of unity among tho 
butter makers havo been tho chief rea- 
sons why Fresno county's product lias 
been at such a discount in comparison 
with the product of the coast.

butter making. This will insure tho 
beat of work, and since tho milk of this 
county is as good as any, thoro is no 
reafon why BUCCUHS will not be attaincil.

SHOT AT 
A HIGHWAYMAN. 


Hendricks Made No Mistake When. 


He Fired. 


STOCKTON, March 30. — Billy .Hen- 


dricks, Wells-largo's messenger on tho 
stage road between San Andreas and 
Angul,s must have shot at a highway- 
man when he blazed away at a figure in 
the brush near tho road a few ntghta 
ago. Some of the people in the Sills 
who did not find a dead man lying' be- 
hind the brush fence there doubted the 
story, or at least thought the plucky 
messenger had made a mistake in the 
dark, but he is corroborated by a trav- 
eler who passed over the road a fow min- 
utes ahead of the stage. This man, a 
resident of Tuolumno county, drove 
along that road in a buggy half an hour 
ahead of tbe stage, and at tho place 
where Uendrlcks tlrod he eaw a man 
arise from behind the brush fence, and 
after a survey of the traveler's rig he 
disappeared. The follow was waiting 
for the stage to come along, it is thought, 
and arose on hearing tho buggy to find 
that he had mode a mistake. Tho de- 
scription of this man tallies with that 
given by tho messenger. Men who havo 
talked with the messenger and tho driver 
arc positive that Hendricks saw a man 
rise in the dark, who was thoro for no 
good, and if ho did not stop the stage, it 
was owing to the quickness of the guard. 


A Murderer's Identity Established.

shot and killed City Detective Al Moore 
is James McDonald, alias "Los An- 
geles." His partner, who also shot at 
Moore, is tlm notorious Bob Stewart, 
alias James Lansing. The identity of 
tho men has been established beyond 
the possibility of a doubt, according to 
city detectives. McDonald and Stewart 
were recently released from the Utah 
penitentiary, where they served terms 
for burglary.

Tho powers that bo in the Southern 


Pacific have made a number of changes 


\ tho working of the Fresno railroad 


system, commencing with tho coming 
month of April. 


The least important of these changes 


to Fresnoans ia the taking off of the 
'Sunset limited," which will make its 
last trip from San Franciaco to Now Or- 
leans on April llth, and its last north- 
bound trip on April 21st. There are 
doubtless many and excellent reasons 
why the company has decided to cut oil' 
the flyer, Whether it paid or not is a 
fact best known to tho railroad people, 
but as a convenience to the people ol 
Freano it was not of as great account as 
it might have been, owing to the houra 
at which it waa timed to pass through 
this city. Southbound it was only an 
hour ahead of the regular train, leaving 
a gulf of fourteen houra betiind it. 
Northbound it followed a regular train 
within three hours, and was followed by 
another within three hours.while fifteen 
hours intervened between that and the 
next northbound. 


A more important change as re- 


lates to Fresno is that which will be ef- 
fected on the Portervllle line. The 
mixed train now leaving Fresno for 
Porterville in the evening will hereafter 
be run as a passenger train only, and 
will be considerably accelerated, having 
no freight to load or unload and no 
shifting to do, A new train for freight 
only will leave Fresno for Porterville 
about 7.30 in the morning, returning 
about tho same hour in tbe evening.

The appropriation of $30,000 for put- 


ting in a rock crusher at Folsom prom- 


good roads and streets in some parts 


of California, at least. There is abund* 
ance of very hard volcanic rock at Fol- 
Bom, which will make macadam which 
will last almost forever. The under- 
standing wag that the plant must not be 
built till 50,000 cubic yards of rock had 
been sold, and it is eaid that this amount 
haa already been bargained for. 


The crusher will be operated by water 


power at Folsom, and convicts will fur- 
nish the labor. Purchasers are to bo 
supplied with crushed rock at an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent on the actual cost 
on hoard the cars. This 10 per cent goes 
to the state till it has amounted to $t>5,- 
00 >, and after that the percent will be re- 
duced to 5. This is supposed to pay for 
tho plant and the wear and tear. The 
management of the rouk crusher will bo 
in thu hands of a committee, consisting 
of tho bureau of highways, tho Btato 
prison directors and the governor. Tho 
good roads convention at Sacramento 
suggested the idea of the crusher. 


Senate bill 5!)2 legalizes the establish- 


ment of union high tjchoola on the plan 
followed by those already established. 


Senate bill 5-14 ia important. It re- 


lates to juries, and provides that four- 
teen men may be impaneled, but only 
twelve of them act at once. This is to 
provide for the death or disability of a 
juror or jurors. It sometimes happens 
in long trials that a juror dies, ami un- 
der the old law the whole trial must hu 
•one over again. Under tho now law, 
ono of the extra jurors steps into the 
place made vacant by tho dead or <1U- 
qualilied juror, and the trial proceeds. 


Assembly bill 1581 rugulatca fees, and 


there are some radical reductions, uver- 
nuing perhaps about thirty per cunt be- 
low the old rates. All county and town- 
oliip officers in the state will receive 
similar fees for similar service. Uomeol 
tho constables and justices Are of tho 
opinion that it will not pay thorn to hold 
olllco hereafter. Justices shall not bo 
allowed more than $75 per month for 
misdemeanor cases. Felony cases will 
add a little to tiny, and of course tho 
civil business will add more. 


Constables are affected also. They 


shall not receive more than $ 100 per 
month, or $100J per year, for all crimi- 
nal bitBinuttH. They shall not trave 
outaido of their respective townships to 
servo any civil process, und aa mileag 
aru allowed 5 cents per mile each way 
when they no outsido the county. When 
two services are to he served in tlie Banie 
direction, mileage for only ono of them 
shall bo charged. The diatrictattornoj 
nmy authorize a constable to go beyont 
hit) township if in his judgment it ii 
proper; but no hill mimt be presenter 
to tno supervisors for such services un-
